NEW. YORK, Aug. 12.—whether a 


lation-wldc railroad strike Is to be 
•ailed or provenlod still hung In tho 
balance today after the United States 
board of mediation and 
conciliation 


announcing that mediation had failed, 
made an effort to induce the railroad 
brotherhoods to arbitrate their differ- 
ences with the railroad managers. 


The brotherhoods, after discussing 
n arbitration proposal made to them 


by the board under the Newlands act, 
adjourned without reaching a decision. 
They announced lhat answer would be 
given tomorrow morning at another 
meeting of the chiefs and delegates of 
'.he brotherhoods. 


A. B. Garretson, head of the conduc- 


tors' brotherhood, said after the meet- 
ing that in proposing arbitration the 
members of the mediation board had 
not informed the men whether the rail- 
road managers had any specific ques- 
tions to arbitrate and that they would 
propose that the 
mediators obtain 


from' the managers a more "definite 
proposition. He Indicated that the ar- 
bitration proposal was a general one 
and that the men were withholding 
final decision to learn If the railroads 
cared to be specific. 


"We arrived at no decision today." 


said Mr. Garretson. 
"The men will 


meet tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock 
with tho mediators and unless w.e find 
that the mediators are in a position to 
state definitely that the railroads will 
agree to arbitrate there can be no fur- 
ther progress in the matter." 


Mr. Garretson described as "prema- 


ture," a statement made hy a dele- 
gate that the men had rejected the 
arbitration proposal and voted to lay 
the situation before President Wilson. 
He said, however, that tho sentiment of 
the men was still opposed to arbitra- 
tion.

OF MILK 


Unlike Other Food Products Milk Has 


Not Advanced in Price Proportion- 
ately—High Character of Herds Suc- 
ceeding Unprofitable Cattle

Pure, milk is worth more than or- 


dinary milk owing to modern sanitary 
requirements governing its handling 
anrl distribution; labor in keeping the 
cows clean: the barns ventilated and 
sivcet smelling, and the cans and .ves- 
sels in which milk is shipped, thor- 
oughly sterilized every time they are 
used. Then conies the Hem of haul- 
ing the milk to market, which -costs 
more because labor is higher, trans- 
portation rates greater, whether it is 
hauled either by wagons or the rail- 
roads. 
In a recent 
interview with 


Mr. J. E. Moody, manager of the 
Turner Center Creamery of this city, 
Mr. Moody said: 
»"' • 


"Conscientious dairymen today are 


striving to have • hotter plants 
and 


give oetter delivery service. 
To en- 


courage the farmer to invest in large 
herds ana produce a greater amount 
of milk, the- dairy must of necessity 
be equipped so ' it can handle and 
market an unlimited supply of milk 
and cream at all times, and -in all 
seasons, and this requires the acme 
of 
perfection in both transportation 


and service. 
If the 
dairy cannot 


provide this, the farmer is obliged to 
reduce his herd of cows; the supply 
of milk is lessened, and' the price 
goes up. 
- 
' 


Cost of Milk Production 


"In addition to the added expense 


of'the higher standards in the pro- 
duction and handling of milk, 
the 


prices of beef, pork, cheese, feed and 
labor, -will always have an important 
bearing'upon ; the price of milk. If a 
farmer can do as well by selling his 
milk to a cheese factory 
or con- 


densory, and have the whey for his 
hogs; 'o.- if he can raise cattle at a 
profit; or if it costs him too heavily 
to grain his cows, the price of milk 
is affected. 


"A decrease in the supply always 


raises the price. Suppose the farmer 
refuses to abide by the pure food 
laws. If he can sell his Impure milk 
to the cheese factory, cannery or milk 
powder plant, it is not in his nature, 
to go to a lot of trouble simply to 
please 'city folks,' and it is certain 
we will not buy his milk unless it 
does comply with the prescribed rules 
of health and hygiene. 


"Modern 
dairymen 
will not 
buy 


milk from every farmer who has milk 
to sell. 
They buy only from pro- 


ducers whose product will pass every 
hygienic test. 
Taking the price -of 


feed, cost of labor, together with the 
many 
demands 
the 
consumer 
de- 


mands from the dairy, and to this 
add the waste associated 
with 
the 


handling of milk, -it- becomes not 
a 


question of how cheaply we cari buy 
" but how the dairies can 
afford 
it. 
to sell it at the price they now do. 


"If dairymen were/able to buy only 


the same quantity of milk they act- 
ually sell, the losses on the surplus 
milk might possibly be eliminated, 
but this is impossible owing to the 
fact that the producer will not sell 
the dairy milk as.' other goods are 
sold, t h a t , is, sell .the exact amount 
the dairy needs that.day. and not 
obligate him to take-In excess of his' 


wants when .tile .demand is .small, 
which is often the case at certain 
limes i n ' t h e . year. 
' "To obtain milk at a stated price, 
the glairy, contracts with the producer 
for a certain^'amount of milk;. each 
day, 
and :inusl take- it whether he 


wishes or, not. This, therefore, neces- 
sitates working the milk up into other 
staples 
or articles 
of food such 
as 


butter, . cheese, ice, cream, etc.,, .and 
this is not always profitable for the 
proportion of.skim milk that can be 
made Into cottage xhepse for instance 
and disposed,.of .at a profit ,is very 
small. • -Then there is not the 
de- 


mand for'ice cream In. the. winter as 
In the'summer, so the surplus has

into - butter, and

Most every family uses 
approxi- 


mately ten quarts of -milk -each week, 
so the saving o f ' a .few cents per 
week amounts to'quite a-sum, at the 
end of the year on one's milk bills—

No one factor has-such'a'far-reach- 


ing influence upon cotn'merce as an ade- 
quate supply of money.

building

dwelling bouse will so to a builder and 
make arrangements to have him build 
them a house according to his ideas, 
and without plans or specifications, and 
having no Idea or binding agreement 
as to what they arc going to receive In 
the nature of material and workman- 
ship?

He 
then promised the architect ne would 
let him make a front and side eleva.-" 
tlon, two floor plans, and a roof plan, 
and a heating plan. Al! of which were' 
to be furnished at a very low price. The 
architect is still waiting 
This is ouly 


one of hundreds of similar cases, and 
why? This Isn't said to any way under 
rate or depreciate the va'ue of tha ser- 
vices ot the contractor or builder, but 
is similar to the comparison of a physi- 
cian and a. druggist. If a sensible man 
is 111, he does not go to a druggist to 
havo his case diagnosed and prescribed 
for, but he goes instead to a physician, 
a man who has made a special study of.

NATIONAL PRECAUTION 


In order to fight the infant life, paral- 


ysis epidemic which has'assumed such 
menacing proportions 'in 
New York 


and in some of the eastern,states, the 
federal health authorities have invited 
stale health authorities to'send repre- 
sentatives to a conference at Washing- 
ton Aug. 11, In order that plans: for na- 
tion-wide cure and prevention may be 
discussed. 
It. is a broad move but It 


Is timely and no one will object to 
such a show of what might have once 
• been called paternalism. 
If an alien 


army threatened the country, the call 
to repel it would come from Washing- 
ton and all states would respond reafli- 
iv. Here is an army, deadly and insi- 
dious, which If unchecked might- do 
more harm than an invading host. It 
is well then that the .response to the 
national health authorities should be 
prompt and hearty. 


The spread of the disease has been 


most 
disheartening. 
In New 
Tork 


there have been about 5700 cases to 
date with almost 1300 deaths. 
Most 


of those who have recovered will be 
permanently crippled and there are 
many cases -where death would seem 
to have been more merciful than re- 
covery. Because of the plague, the 
Kew York schools will 
not open 
in 


September and-800,000 pupils will he 
out of school until such time as the 
epidemic is under control. New Jersey 
'also suffers to a considerable extent 
and all cities are fearful to some de- 
gree, though 
the 
authorities 
warn 


against panic or undue fear. Instead 
of.giving 
way to feelings 
that are 


useless and that might he injurious, 
people should, heed the advice of their 
boards of health 
and public 
bodies 


generally and make a special effort 


granted, a strike is inevitable. That 
in such a case President Wilson would 
be appealed to is probable, but the 
suggestion has not aroused sufficient 
enthusiasm to warrant an optimistic 
outlook.

and think what is wrong In a system 
that year after year brings such un 
iasiness to business and to the Ameri 
can public as a whole.

Pure milk- is worth more than or- 


dinary milk owing to modern sanitary 
requirements governing -its handling 
anci distribution; labor in keeping the 
cows clean: the hams ventilated and 
sweet smelling, and the cans and ves- 
sels in which .milk is shipped, thor- 
joughly sterilized every time they are 
used. 
Then comes the item of haul- 


ing the milk to market, which costs 
more because labor Is higher, trans- 
portation rates greater, whether it is 
hauled either by wagons or the rail- 
roads.

Mr. J. E. Moody, manager of the 
Turner Center Creamery of this city, 
Mr. Moody sain: 


"Conscientious dairymen today are 


striving to have 
better 
plants and 


give better delivery service! 
To en- 


courage Ihe farmer to invest in large 
herds and produce a greater amount 
of milk, the dairy must of necessity 
be equipped so it can 
handle and 


market an unlimited supply of milk 
and cream at all times, and jii all 
seasons, and this requires the acme 
of perfection In both transportation 
and 
service. 
If the 
dairy 
cannot 


provide this, the farmer is obliged to 
reduce his herd of cows: the supply 
of. rnilk is lessened, and the price 
goes up. 


Cost of Milk Productiof 


"In addition to the added 
expense 


of the higher standards in tho pro- 
duction and 
handling of milk, the 


prices of beef, pork, cheese, feed and 
labor, will always have an important 
bearing upon the price of milk. It a

is brought into the city in many in- 
stances from great distances, requir-

N'o one factor has s.uch a far-reach- 


ing influence upon commerce as an ade- 
quate supply of money. 
Thc scarcity 


of money caused by the locking tip of 
reserves not only produces stagnation 
and depression but 
often 
suspension 


and destruction of industries, while an 
adequate 
supply 
produces 
increased 


commerce and prosperity. 
' 


Thc beneficial effects of the federal 


reserve net were realized almost Imme- 
diately after its passage. In fact, con- 
fidence in the ability of the banks to 
meet all demands followed even before 
the system wns put in operation. 
In- 


stead of banks further accumulating 
large reserves in their vaults in antici- 
pation of a crisis, they began to loan 
money to their customers, and thereby 
the wheels of commerce began to move 
wilh 
increasing 
activity. 
Instead of 


limited deposits Vicing the rule as for so 
many years, millions of currency lh.it 
bad bffn hnarde-1 and conccnlf 
deposit*-i] in banks and thereby entered 
into the channels of commerce, all of 
which accelerated an activity in busi- 
ness thc equal of whirh has never been 
known in tho history of the world.

Why Is it that five people oat of ten 


who are

dwelling house will go to a builder and 
make arrangements to have him build 
them a house according to his ideas, 
and without plans or specifications, and 
having no idea or binding agreement 
as to what they arc going to receive In 
the nature of material and workman- 
ship?

I£e 
then promised the architect he would 
let him make a front and side eleva- 
tion, two floor plans, and a roof plan, 
and a heating plan. All of which were 
to be furnished at a very low price. The 
architect is still waiting. This is only 
one of hundreds of similar cases, and 
why? This Isn't said to any way under' 
rate or depreciate the value of tha ser- 
vices of the contractor or builder, but 
Is similar to the comparison of a physi- 
cian and a druggist. If a sensible man 
Is ill, he does not go to a druggist to 
havo his case diagnosed and prescribed 
for, but he goes instead to a physician, 
a man who has made a special" study of. 
the profession and Is prepared to diag- 
nose and prescribe.

P. McCue, son of Patrick H. McCue, a 
contractor of Dorchester. Mass., is be- 
lieved to have been drowned yesterday 
afternoon In the surf here when three 
others were saved from drowning In 
one of the heaviest eeas experienced at 
this resort in mid-summer. 


Young McCue was 19 years of age, 


and lived with his parents at their resi- 
dence, 2S Speedwell street, Dorchester. 
He was graduated from Boston Latin 
school with the class of 1915, and was 
a student at Holy Cross college in tho 
class of 1519.
